Week-end traffic congestion, on Michigan boule- 
vard called attention again to the fact that the 
city’s principal traffic artery fs no longer able to 
carry the load thrust upon it. The week-end con- 
gestion have been somewhat more severe 
than the ordinary rush-hour jam but the differ- 
ence was chiefly in duration rather than degree. 
The situation is virtually as bad for an hour or 
more every morning and evening. 
The principal cause of congestion is the fact 
that the two duter drives empty most of their 
burden of traffic into Michigan boulevard and it 
ig too narrow to ‘handle the load. North of Oak 
street and south of Monroe street the congestion 
Relief will come “only when the 
two outer drives have been connected with a 
| bridge near the mouth of. the river. The tax- 
Payers have voted the money for the bridge and 
its approaches, but legal other complications 
have been a bar to progress. long as the outer 
drive bridge is not built the city is receiving only 
@ portion of the return it is entitled to from the, 
thillions ofedollars et on constructing the outer 
drives. 7 
Some relief could be had meanwhile by speeding 
the construction of the viaduct at Randolph street 
connecting Michigan boulevard and the outer 
drive. Oscar Hewitt in Sunday’s TRisyne told the 
almost unbelievable story of the delay in building 
this viaduct, a delay which not only is contribut - 
ing to the congestion of automobiles on the boule- 
vard but is also making it impossible for the Illi- 
nois Central railroad to complete its Randolph 
street subufban terminal. delay, according to 
Mr. Hewitt, is the consequence of the city council’s 
re to pass an nce which has been under 
consideration for two years.
